The Indians Seem to Have Things 
Pretty Much Their Own Way. 


Murder and Pillage—Twenty Men Allied— 
Another Tornado—Blaine and 
Shipherd—Lynching. 


Associated Press Dispatches.) 


SHAKESPEARE, N.M., April 23.—-The 
latest reports on Indian matters are to 
the effect that four companies of troops, 
under Colonel Perry, started from Ash 
Springs this morning in pursuit of the 
marauders. Colonel Forsyth ft Stein's 
Pass for Doubtful Canyon at daybreak 
to-duy. It*is believed that they have 
the Indians corraled in the canyon, and 
that a fight is now in progress. The 
campaign is being conducted by Gen- 
eral McKenzie, who has established his 
headquarters at Fort Commings, sixty 
miles northeast of here. Melecude is 
credited with a good record as an In- 
dian fighter. He has posted troops on 
the old Warm Springs Indian trail 
leading into and through the Burro 
Mountains, avd will probably be able 
to intercept them if they attempt to 
escape into old Mexico by that route. 


MURDERING AND PILLAGING, 


SHAKESPEARE, N. M., April 2 
Couriers just in from the Gila river, 
thirty miles north of here, report that 
a band of twenty-five Warm Spring 
Apaches burned the ranches of Purdy, 
Hutchinson, York and Conwell, and 
captured all their stock. Six or eight 
men were killed. The stock was 
driven into the Stein's Peak range. 
Heavy firing was heard last night at 
Lee’s camp, in the Mayflower mining 
district, on the Gila. Grave fears are 
entertained for the safety of the people 
on the New Clifton Hydraulic Mining 
Company's placer workings, located 
four miies up the San Franci-co river 
from Clifton. Dr. Welch, general 
manager of the company, left here yes- 
terday afternoon to go to the rescue of 
his family, living at the works. 

A company of fifty mounted volun- 
teers from this camp, under command 
of Captain Black, will leave here to- 
day for the scene of the outrage. 


AFTER THE HOSTILES. 


Tucson, April 24.—Governor Tritle 
has received the following dispatch 
from General Willcox: ‘Colonel For- 
syth struck a trail leading south from 
a point six miles east of San Simon of 
about ten Indians, and is following it 
back to strike the main body coming 
down Stein’s Peak range. Will soon 
have two companies of infantry at 
Dragoon Pass, and the Harris troop of 
cavalry at Bisbee, to intercept any hos- 
tiles passing that way. A troop of 
cavalry is marching by Strawberry 
Valley to Globe. The railroad is well 
patrolled.” 


A FIGHT— THE TROOPS WIN. 


Lorpsnure, N. M., April 24—10 
A. M—A fig ht took place yesterday 
afternoon hy Horse Shoe Canyon be- 
tween the Indians and the Indian scouts 
and troops, in which the latter were 
victorious. Four Indian scouts and 
three soldiers were killed and four sol- 
diers wounded. The wagons and a 
mounted volunteer scout leave here this 
morning to bring in the wounded. 
Three Indians were seen last evening 
at Lictendort Wells, eight miles south 
of here, evidently reconnoitering for 
water. Other small bodies were seen 

ing south over the San Simon flat, 

tween Lictendorfund Stein’s Peak. A 
band of twenty or thirty Indians cross- 
ed the Southern Pacitic Railroad track 
at this point early this morning, going 
north towards the Burro Mountains. 
They left six broken down mules and 
stole all the water-in the tanks. Me- 
Donald, a well known prospector of 
this section, arrived from the Gila river 
this morning.

Yesterday, and reports several persons 
missing. Among the killed are John

The 
Indians number over three hundred 
bucks, squaws and children, as shown 
by actual count while passing York’s 
ranch. Eighty soldiers and scouts 
from Camp Grant and ten men from 
Purdy’s ranch have joined the pur- 
suers, and as previously reported the 
Indians are completely 


SURROUNDED AND CORRALIED 


In Doubtful Canyon. Those seen at 
Lietendorf and on the San Simon flat 
last evening are evidently stragglers 
from the main band. Capt. Black, 
with twenty mounted voluntee from 
the Shakespeare Guards, are scouring 
the country in pursuit. All the male 
citizens of Lictendorf, Shakespeare 
and Lordsburg are under arms. A 
strong patrol guard was maintained at 
each of these points last night. Gen- 
eral McKenzie has moved to Fort 
Craig. The enti:e country is aroused. 
The family of Dr. Welch are safe at 
Clifton. 


Another Terrible Tornado. 
New Onrveans, April 23.—Late 
news of the tornado which swept over 
the Jackson railroad bridge, says that 
Monticello, twenty miles east of 
Brookhaven, was completely destroyed, 
only three houses in the entire place 
being left standing, and those were 
dwelling houses on the edge of the 
storm. Ten persons were instantl 
killed, five whites and five colo 
out of a populaiion of about 150. 
Very few aes without. some in- 
jury. Between 15 and 20 were seri- 
ously injured, some fatally. The track 
of the cyclone is estimated at a halfa 
mile wide. A terrible storm crossed

Lynching in Indiana. 
GREENSBURG, Ind., April 24.—A mob 
of fifty masked men, at 3 o'clock this 
morning, cal ed on the jailor and by 
choking tried to get the keys but fail- 
ed. They then knocked the jail door 
in, took out O. M. Garret, hung him in 
a silver maple tree, ten feet from the 
jail, and left, placing a placard on the 
body reading: ‘This is greeting to the 
Jennings county jury.” Garret had 
been acquiited in Jennings county of 
complicity in the assassination of Wm. 
Walton by a negro named Frazer, and 
after acquittal was then arrested on 
another charge. There are fears that a 
mob will next hang Frazer and Mrs. 
Walton.

Jesse and His Family. 


Jesse James was about five feet eight 
inches in height, of a rather solid, 
firm and compact build, yet rather on 
the slender type. His hair was black, 
not overly long; blue eyes, well shaded 
with dark lashes, and the entire lower 
portion of his face was covered by a 
full growth of dark-brown or sun- 
browned whiskers, which are not long 
aud shaggy, but are trimmed and bear 
evidence of careful attention. His 
complexion was fair, and he was not 
sun-burned to any considerable ex- 
tent, as the reader is generally led to 
suppose. He was neatly clad in a 
business suit of cashmere, of dark 
biown substance, which fits him very 
neatly. He wore a_ shirt of spotless 
whiteness, with collar and cravat, and 
looked moie the picture of a staid and 
substantial business man than the out- 
law that he was. The woman, his 
wife, isa neat and rather prepossess- 
ing lady, and bears the stamp of hav- 
ing been well brought up and sur- 
rounded by influences of a better and 
holier character than the reader would 
ut first suppose. She is rather slender, 
fair of face, light hair, blue eyes, with 
high forehead and marks of intelli- 
geuce very strikingly apparent. She 
was clad ina neat -fitting calico, and 
ut the time of the shooting was attend- 
ing to her household duties in the 
kitchen. When she stood face to face 
with the awful deed and had realized 
what had really occurred, she took the 
matter in a cool and philosophical 
manner, and acted asif she was not 
surprised at what occurred and that 
she lived in expectation of something 
of the kind occurring at any time 
The two children, a little boy and girl, 
aged four and seven years, were neat 
and intelligent, and seemed to grieve 
much over the deed which had in one 
short moment deprived them of a 
father’s love and protection.— Kansas 
City Times.

AN INTERESTING TALE. 


Lieutenant Danenhower'’s Story of 
the Jeannette’s Loss. 
The Call publishes a letter from Dr. 
H. C. Ledyard, an American, who is 
now in Siberia, to a friend in this city, 
dated at Irkigitsk. Ledyard met Lieu- 
tenant Danenhower, who gave him 
some interesting details of the loss of 
the Jeannette, from which the follow- 
ing extracts are made: 
Since the first fall when they were 
caught by the ice in trying to reach 
Herald Island they have never taken.a 
course, but were held as in the jaws of 
death, squeezed tiil every timber 
quivered, turned this way and that, 
thrown floating and then caught again, 
and. every hour in suspense, never 
knowing when the ice would close upon 
them a little more and the decks sink 
beneath them. Throughout this strain 
they were well and trying to be cheer- 
ful, working very hard for the engine, 
and the men were bare ‘ly abie to keep 
the water out. They had to pump 
for a year and a half. On June 
11, 1881, the crisis came. The 
ship showed greater straining than be- 
fore, the deck quivered, and inex- 
plicable movements warned them. 
They prepared their boats and made 
their camp beside the vessel. She 
rose and turned in her cradle till the 
yards touched the ice, then the rigging 
gave way and the masts lay prostrate. 
At 4 o'clock in the mo:ning the floe 
parted and all went down. A cry of 
ularm called all to escape from the 
crevice in the ice. It opened just 
through the Captain’s tent. Then be- 
gan the retreat. For 29 days they 
struggled southward, and 300 miles of 
broken ice were thus pussed over. 
Four miles a day was thought good 
fortune. After one series of. fourteen 
days they were 27 miles further north 
than at first. While working over the 
ice, dragging the three bouts, they dis- 
covered Bennett Island, t» explore 
which they spent three weeks of their 
precious summer days and expended 
much of their limited supply of food. 
To this detour those who survived at- 
tribute much of their suffering, and 
the death of the Commander with 19 
men. Afterthree months of this peri- 
lous and exhausting work, they came 
to blue water, and then with fair 
winds, took a course for the mouth of 
Lenariver. Melville's boat was stove 
against a block of ice, and the Cap- 
tuin’s boat lost her mast and sail. The 
Captain landed with all well, but 
abandoned the boat, as the water was 
shallow, and it wouid not make the 
channel of the river.

THE INDIAN WAR. 


Our telegrams this morning give 
further details of the Indian outbreak 
in New Mexico, of which we com- 
mented on Sunday morning, and the 
recital is sufficiently blood-curdiing, 
we must confess, to gratify the most 
intense longings for the exciting and 
sensational. The Indiars, it appears, 
so far have had it all their own way, 
and burn, mussacre and torture to 
their hearts’ content. Desolated 
homes, murders and butcheries almost 
too horrid to think of attest to the 
cruelty of the Indian when once he 
gets the taste of blood, and the present 
outbreak, as in the past history of the 
crue) Apaches, bids fair to maintain 
their character in that regard, and if 


they be not soon pressed to 
flight over the Sonora line, 
will exceed, by far, anything 


yet accomplished by them. There 
does not appear, thus far, any compe- 
tent power to stop these Apache oui- 
breaks. The military department does 
its work in its own way, and 1s gener- 
ally far enough in the rear of the In- 
dians to be considered reasonably safe. 
The Indian generally does his work in 
his way also. The railroad, we are 
pleased to know, is well patrolled and 
guarded, and it is impossible to do 
damage in that direction. Several 
military camps have been established 
along the threatened line, and to the 
passenger it looks exceedingly war- 
like. We hope to be able to announce 
soon that this last unfortunate out- 
break 18 thoroughly crushed, and that 
quickly following that will be the se- 
vere punishment of the offenders. 
That country will never be deemed 
safe until the impending peril of In- 
dian oytbreaks can be effectually 
crushed, 


DEMOCRATIC RESTLESSNESS 

The persistent misrepresentation of 
the situation, and the nervous restiess- 
ness for change that marks the utter- 
ances of the organs of the Democratic 
party cannot be accounted for upon 
any theory that has about it a sem- 
blance of sanity.

DECORATION DAY. 


The following circular has been is- 
sued from the headquarters of the 
Grand Army of the Republic in refer- 
ence to the observance of Decoration 
Day: 

Under the rules of the National En- 
campment of thé Grand Army of the 
Republic, it will be the duty of every 
Post in this department, on the 30th 
day of May next, to participate in the 
decoration of the graves of soldiers 
and sailors who served in the war of 
the Rebellion. 

It is hereby ordered that the Com- 
manders of Posts will, as soon as pos- 
sible, make the necessary arrange- 
ments for the proper observance of the 
day. As the 30th of May has been de- 
clared a legal holiday in this State, 
there will be no interference with bus- 
iness,and all will be at liberty to as- 
sist. Let us remember that it 1s not 
simply that we strew flowers over the 
graves of individuals whose memory 
we desire to keep green, but that it is 
an offering of love we, as comrades, 
pay to our dead, and a tribute trom a 
grateful people to that se ‘If-sacrificing 
patriotism which resulted the por- 
petuity of our liberties and the integ 
rity of the nation. 

Therefore, whether there are graves 
of Veterans to be decorated or not, it is 
desired that wherever in this depart- 
ment a post of the G. A. R. is located, 
some fitting memorial service will be 
observed. 

While these memorial exercises are 
under the auspices of the Grand Army 
Bf the Republic, it is no less the duty 
of all to unite with the G. A. R. in the 
observance of the day, and all organized 
bodies, military and civic, are, invited 
to join with theG. A. R.in making the 
observance universal. 

As the years roll by our labors on 
this day become increased, and our 
roll of honor shows added names on 
each anniversary of this day of grate- 
ful offerings, and as our numbers be- 
come less, let our devotion to the 
memories of the past grow stronger, 
and our loyalty to our dead never grow 
cold, 

Clergymen in the different localities 
are respectfully requested to conduct 
appropriate memorial services in their 
respective ¢ hurehes on Sabbath preced- 
ing 30th.of May, und the press are re- 
quested to give the day and its duties 
notice’in their columns.

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LAST NIGHT’S DISPA TCHES 


The Latest From the Indian War— 
A Blood Curdling Story. 


Jollet, Iiltnots, is ina Panic Over the Small- 
Pex—The Union League—Blaine 
Comes Out Abead. 


Associated Prose Dispatches.| 


Tocson, A. T., April 24.—The fol- 
lowing from a correspondent from 
Sufford gives a thrilling account of the 
recent tragedies as follows: Little 
Stanislaus Mestas, aged nine years, has 
just arrived here from Stevens’ sheep 
camp, twenty-five miles distant from 
this place, with the following blood 
curdling story of Indian massacre upon 
his baby lips: Yesterday morning, 
the 18th instant, before daylight, the 
Indians attacked our camp ‘whilst we 
were all asleep. My father and five 
other men who were there, attempted 
to get their gune, but were too late. 
The Indians rushed in from all + des 
and overpewered them before a shot 
could be fired. The work of slaughter 
then began and was frightful w hile it 
lasted. An Indian put the muzzle of 
of his gun against the head of one 
man and fired, blowing his brains 
aeainst the floor and walls. Saw them 
kill my mother and two little brothers 
by 

BEATING THEIR BRAINS OUT 
With stones. They took my tather and 
tortured him most dreadfully. He 
begged them tuo spare him, but they 
only tortured him the more. When 
they were tired of torturing him one of 
them split his head open with an ax. 
An Indian squaw, wife of one of the 
four friendly Apache sheep herders who 
worked with us, saved my life by hold. 
ing me behind her and begging them 
to spareme. When all of the Mexi- 
“ans were dead except me the Indians 
left, taking with them our four friend- 
ly'Apaches as prisoners. But they soon 
were sorry that they spared me, for 
they sent a party back to the house 

TO KILL ME, 
But the squaw begged so hard for me 
that they said that they would go 
back and tell the chief that they could 
not find me. They then went away 
again and when they were gone far 
enough the squaw and I left tie ranch 
and traveled all day and n’elt, until 
we reached Safford. The face of little 
Stanislaus is indicative of great suffer- 
ing. Horror is depicted upon his 
every feature and his cyes protrude as 
if the horrors of yesterday were still 
before them while he tells his story 
with a graphic cloquence that peu can- 
not depict. The child's story is com- 
plete and if it does no other good, the 
mothers of the eastern states, when 
tucking their naughty little one in 
bed, may fmghten them to sleep by 
repeating the sad story of poor little 
Stanislaus. The Indian squaw, who 
arrived here with the boy, says there 
were 
NINETY-THREE WARRIORS 
In the attacking party. They called 
themselv es Chiricahuas and said that 
they were” going straight to the San 
Carlos agency to kill all of the whites 
and get more Indians to join “them. 
They also declared they would kill 
all of the inhabitants of this valle ‘vy, as 
the population of the valley did not 
value one cent in comparison with 
their numbers, and that the In- 
dians at San Carlos would juin. 
The hostiles frequently declared that 
their whole desire was to kill in retali- 
ation for the three Indians executed 
recently at Fort Grant. Ten persons 
in all were killed at the Sheep Camp, 
an_d ten horses stolen. Stevens’ 
sheep numbering over six thousand 
head, left to themselves, are scattered 
in all directions. ‘The people for 
miles up and down this valley have 
gathered here for safety, and occupy 
the county building. Citizens and 
frendly Indians are mounting guard 
to-night, while the women and chil- 
deen are sleeping.

THE WIUTE MOUNTAIN INDIANS. 

Tucson, April 24.—A Citizen special 
from Thomas says: Nothing has been 
received from Stevens’ party nor from 
Eagle Creek up to noon. The White 
Mountain Indians at the sub-agency 
wished permission to go north to 
plant, which, under present circum- 
stances, was ve y properly refused. It 
is thought, however, they may go, and 
the acting agent has notified them 
through sub-agent Hoag, that if they 
do g0 they will be considered hostile 
and treated accordingly. Five more 
horses were stolen from the Cattle 
Camp last mght. Three were re- 
covered to-day, San Carlos 
were the thieves. The following is 
verbatim copy of a letter addressed i 
Isidore Solomon and forwarded by 
courier from Clifton, dated the twenty- 
second: ‘We have our forces at last. 
The Indians - 

KILLED SIXTEEN MEN 
At Gold Gulch yesterday about two 
and a half miles from Longfellow 
mine, among whom are L. D. Packard, 
John P. Risque, Capt. Jno. Slosson and 
8S. H. L. Trescott. They then attacked 
the ox train of O. R. Smithe, of Shaks- 
peare, near Church's Camp, abeut one 
and a half miles from Clifton, and 
killed five ‘teamsters and took about 
one hundred mules. Last Saturday 
morning they attacked some ox teams 
near Wall's Ranch, killed about twelve 
men. They then took the road and 
God kuows where they have gone. 
They will most likely take in Carr's, 
and Jordan’s trains, which were near 
York’s ranch when last seen. The let- 
ter is signed by Freudenthal.”

NEW YORK NOTES. 
Investigating the Sugar Imporiation Busi- 


New York, April 24.—Collector 
Robertson has ordered a careful inves- 
tigation in regard to the recent impor- 
tation of sugur. It has been repre- 
sented to the Collector that certain 
parties have been evading paying duty 
by bringing sugar from the East Indices 
to the United States via the Hawaiian 
Islands. After being taken to the 
raping Islands in a raw state, sugar 

ed through a centrifugal process, 

then shipped to San Francisco, 
where it is entered asa Hawaiian pro- 
duct. From San Francisco it is sent 
direct to New York. . Importers thus 
evade a duty of three cents per pound, 
which they would be required to pay 
if the importations were made direct 
from the East Indies. The matter is 
causing much excitement among sugar 
importers and refiners in. this city. 
The Secretary of the Treasury has 
stated that he is in doubt as to whether 
the method of importing sugar ina 
roundabout way, as above described, 
is i!legal or not. As soon as he has 
ascertained all the facts and arrived at 
a decision, he will make an official 
ruling in the matter.

The name of this society 
shall be the Los Angeles Society for 
the Promotion of Manufactures. 

OBJECTS. 


Articte 2. The objects of this 
society shall be the collection of infor- 
mation of the material in this vicinity 
susceptible of being worked into any ot 
the many articles required by society, 
and all possible obtainable knowledge 
of the resources of the country in its 
power, available for manufactories, and 
of markets, freights and whatever in- 
formation will te ‘nd to stimniate and en- 
courage OF render profitable manufac- 
turing industries of whatever kind, and 
the dissefuination of such information 
through the press of the city. 

OFFICERS. 

AnticLe 3. The officers of this socie- 
ty shall be a President, Vice President, 
Secretary and Treasurer, to be chosen 
annually by ballot. The President, 
Vice President, Secretary and Treasurer 
shall constitute an executive committee, 
and have power to call special meetings, 
to serve during their continuance in of- 
lice. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Articte 4. Any legal! male resident, 
unless objected to by one or more mem- 
bers of the society, inay become a mem- 
ber of this society by subScriling to this 
Constitution and the payment of one 
dollar as an admission fee, aud continue 
a member by the annual payment of 
one dollar. 

THE SECRETARY. 

Articte 5. The Secretary shall keep 
a record of all meetings and proceedings 
of the society, in a book provided tor 
that purpose, and puy over to the Treas- 
urer all moneys he may receive, taking 
his receipt therefor. 

THE TREASURER, 

Anticie 6. The Treasurer shall have 
charge of all funds of the society, and 
pay out the sume upon the warrant of 
the President, countersigned by the 
Secretary. 

SALARIES. 

AnrricLe 7. No officer of this Society 

shall receive any salary for his services. 


MEETINGS, 
Article 8. The Society shall hold its 
regular meetings on the evenings of the 
first Monday in each onta, com- 
mencing at half-past seven o'clock. 
AMENDMENTS. 


Article 9. The constitution of the 
Society may be amended by a two-third 
vote of the members present at any 
meeting, but a written notice of such 
intended change must be given one 
month in advance.
